"San Francisco, May 16—Ruef will 


go before the grand jury. The prose- 
cution believes Mayor Schrnitz will be 
the next to confess' ajnd new indict- 
ments will be found. 


San Francisco, May 16. — Abraham 


Ruef, better known as "Abe" Ruef, 
once the recognized dictator of munici- 
pal affairs, in San Francisco, pleaded 
guilty to the charge cf extortion in 
Judge Dunne's department of the su- 
perior court. Sentence will be pro 
nounced upon him two weeks hence. 


After a private conference with his 


four attorneys in Judge Dunne's pri- 
vate chambers, and after they had 
withdrawn from his case because of 
the resolution he had taken to change 
his plea and avoid trial, Ruef, to the 
utter astonishment of the prosecution, 
arose in court and announced in a 
dramatic address that after long and 
urgent consideration he had deter- 
mined to withdraw his plea of not 
guilty and enter a plea of guilty. He 
asked that the jury be dismissed and 
the trial abandoned. 


The specific charge to which Abra 


ham Ruef pleaded guilty was that of 
extortion of $1,175 from the proprie- 
tors of the Delmonico French restau 
rant to secure a renewal of their 
liquor license which had been revok 
ed because they served drinks in pri 
vate rooms. The case was based on 
only one of many other 
indictments 


against Ruef, each charging a similar 
offense. Rnef claimed that the money 
was given him voluntarily as an attor- 
ney fee. 


In pleading guilty Abo Ruef made 


an impressive address to the judge, 
stating that he had commenced his 
career in politics with high ideals, for 
himself and for the city, but that con- 
ditions had broken him down and he 
desired only an opportunity to make 
reparation and restore his character 
before the world. As he concluded 
his address he fell back into his chair 
almost fainting and the tears coursed 
down his cheeks. His health, he said, 
could not endure the strain of the 
trial which he vsas facing and the tor- 
ture was beyond the 
endurance of
